During the first six months of 1926, 
pproximately 30 per cent less murders 
were committed, according to the ver- 
dicts of coroner’s juries, than in the 
same period of 1925. 

Publicity given a few sensational 
murder cases, such as the killing of 
McSwiggin, Duffy, and Doherty, the 
‘Sicilian slayings, and numerous beer 
war mrurders, had given citizens of Chi- 
cago and the rest of the country the 
fmpression that a reign of terror had 
arisen here in the last few months, 
officials pointed out. | 
So the statisticians were amazed 
when the result of their work was com- 
pleted. The following table shows the 
contrast between this year and 1925 in 
the number of killings.

Umpire and Spectator Are

Free for all fighting, in which two 
men were knocked out, yesterday 
broke up a Chicago Police league base- 
ball game between teams of the East 
Chicago and Shakespeare avenue sta- 
tions in Lincdln park. Hundreds of 
spectators on hand for the game and 
boosting for the rival players, 
watched and took part in the fight- 
ing. 

Several calls for other police tdé stop 
the embattled ones- were made upon 
the park police. A report also was 
made to Chief Morgan A. Collins, ask- 
ing that he investigate the battle. 


Who Did the Fighting? 

Versions of the fighting differed 
after the dust had cleared away. Po- 
licemen on the two teams said it was 
the spectators who became heated and 
started to battle among themselves. 
Others said several of the bluecoats 
on the two teams took part in the 
slugging. 

According to the reports, the fight 
started in the seventh inning follow- 
ing a series of heated arguments 
which began almost with the opening 
of the game, over the decisions of 
Edward J. Kane, a civilian member 
of the Umpires’ association. Kane was 
one of the men who was knocked un- 


lin, said to be a contractor with a busi- 
nes# in the neighborhood of the 
Shakespeare avenue station. 

Conklin is said to have been slug- 
ged by a member of the Chicago ave- 
nue team when he expressed himself 
as being in favor of the punishment 
which had already been meted out to 

Reports of the game said that the 
Shakespeare team, which has won 
eight games straight, was ahead in the 
seventh inning, which it had been 
agreed would be the last, with » score 
of 4 to 3.

Lincoln Park Policeman Charles Barg- 
gren reported that policemen on both 
teams participated in the fighting, and 
that they refused to stop when he 
called on them to do so. ¥

Judge Kavatlagh of the Superior court is a 
epecial student of crime conditions and of the 
administration | of criminal law in the United. 
States and elsdwher@. Recently he made an ad- 
dress in Ne Work City which deserves a wider 
attention. We @an only give a brief summary, but 
we think Judgd@ Kavanagh's frank comment upon 
the responsibility of lawyers and fudges for re 
form is especially worthy of emphasis. 

Muny of the #tatistics given by Judge Kavanagh 
have been discussed in these columns, but they | 
make a picture which cannot be held up to the. 
public eye too often. He reminds us that while 


for each million of the population, we have 100: 
that in England they have only 9 and in Germany | 
Even in Italy, regarded 
abroad as most inclined to private violence, ther2_ 
are only 16 homicides to the million. And we, . 
enlightened, prosperous, kindly -America, have 100. | 

Judge Kavanagh further points out that in 1859 
we were the most law-abiding people on earth, 
with only 7,000 persons in prison in a population of

33 millions; whereas now we have a prison popu- 


lation of 123,000. Our general population has in- | 
creased 5 times, our prisoners 21 times. 

Why this appalling situation? Judge Kavanagh 
believes, and we agree with him, that the chict | 
reason is the ineffectiveness of our ctiminal ad- | 
ministration. He shows that in Canada when a! 
man is. tempted to crime ‘he is likely to realiza 


that his chances of escaping punishment are | 


‘small. In fact, the chances that he will be eee | 


and punished are on the average 76 in the 100. 
A murderer in England or Wales has reason to | 
know that he'‘is very likely to pay the penalty . | 
on the gallows within six or seven weeks. In this.

and enfeebled debtors to pay back. But it is the | 
duty of our government and of our financial leader- | 
ship to put a check upon too ambitious political | 
or financial involvements in so unstable a situation | 
as Furope continues to be. Even from the view- 
point of international altruism, a wise restrairt |

PRINCE FORGIVES 
FAMILY OF MAN 
WHO SOUGHT LIFE 


TOKIO, June 30.—(4)—The tamfly

in 23 Years; 


W ettest in 34 


Average Temperature: 
63.6; 7.62 Inches Rain. 


You were right if you thought this: 
June was the coldest June in many | 
years. Not only was it the coldest, 
but it was also the wettest, Prof. Henry 
J. Cox at the weather bureau said yes: 
terday. 

Chicago experienced the coldest June 
in 23 years and the wettest in 34 years, 
Mr. Cox revealed. The average tem- 
perature for the month was 63.3 de- 
grees, approximately 4 degrees a day 
below what it should normally have 
been. Not since 1903 has the average 
June temperature been lower: it was 
61.2 degrees then. 

June 29, with a temperature of 84 
degrees for an hour or sO, was our 
warmest day last month. The coolest 
was 47 degrees on the fifth. 

Yesterday, the closing day of the 
month, was an ideally cool and clear 
June day in Chicago, with a maximum 
of 67 and a minimum of 59 at 8 p. m. 
The temperature in Indianapolis was 
90; Des Moines, 92; Kansas Vity, 96; 
-St. Louis, 92; New York, 84. | 


| 
As for rainfall, Chicago had 1.62 
inches, which ‘was more than double 


the average amount for June. Nor- 
mal June rainfall is 3.54 inches. The 
June rainfall in 1892 was 10.58 inches; 
in 1916 it was 7.25 inches. 

From Jan. 1 to June 1, 1926, the 
rainfall was .86 inches less than the 
average for that period. But 4.08 
inches more than normal. fell in June 
alone, making an excess rainfall for 
the entire year to date of 3.22 inches. 
During the last week, Chicago had 
the heaviest rainfall recorded in the 
15 north central states from Ohio to 
the Rockies. 
Coolness in Chicago is due in part 
to Lake Michigan, Prof. Cox explained. 
On June 29, while the temperature 
was 84 degrees in Chicago, it was 
92 in Peoria, 94 in Springfield, and 98 
in Olney, Ill. On June 11, when the 
Chicago temperature was 79 degrees, 
it was 92 degrees in Ottawa, 94 in 
Peoria, and 99 in Effingham. 


In the matter of clear days June 
was away ahead of the average. Chi- 
cago “had fourteen clear days last 
month, the average number being ten.

This a good time for us Chica- 
goans to rise up and put aside the

Luella Melius made her first appear- 
ance at Ravinia last night in the name 


part of “ Lucia di Lammermoor,” and 
the occasion ‘calls for a little un- 
abashed jubilation, for she is a former 
Chicagoan. 

There is reason to believe she is the 
most expert coloratura singer on the 
stage today, and the belief is supported 
by the fact no other singer seems dis- 
posed to challenge her place. I do 
not intend to take up your time with 
remarks about evenness of scale, 
purity of trill, and other aphorisms 
of the studio. They are all true as 
applied to Miss Melius, but they have 
all been said before and they will be 
again. 


Tt is more to the point that she 
heats coloratura to the point of ex- 
citement. When she explodes into a 
display of vocal fireworks it is a daz- 
zling and breath-taking bombardment. 
Considered as a stunt, which is about 
the only way one can consider a per- 
formance of “ Lucia di Lammermoor,” 
this performance was one of the big 
events of the year, It was brilliant, 
it was stagewise, it was satisfying 
from whatever angle you choose to 
regard it. 

The Edgar of the performance was 
Giovanni Martinelli, who, from the 
pictorial standpoint, created a not un- 
startling effect, as though Paderewski 
had suddenly decided to don a velvet 
suit, boots, and a sword and begin te 
sing tenor. One almost expected the 
orchestra to begin playing a Beethoven 
sonata instead of the justly famous 
sextet. 


Mr. Martinelli was ardent and emo 
tional in performance and. extended 
himself to his full vocal limit, which 
was just a bit too much for this opera. 
No one is a greater admirer of Mr. 
Martinelli’s singing than I, but even I 
was forced to conclude that his voice, 
fine as it is, carries too much weight 
and too much bDrilliancy for correct 
balance in work of this nature. 

Elsewhere in the cast there was 
Giuseppe Danise, making his first 
appearance of the season in the part 
of Henry, and never a source of more 
satisfaction than in the part. There 
was also Virgilio Lazzari, easy and fin- 
ished in the pomp of his voice; like- 
wise José Mojica and Philine Falco, 
who complete the sextet competently. 

Conductor Gennaro Papi did so many 
entertaining things in the projection 
of the popular old tunes that one sus- 
pects him of liking them.

Stand on a flat surface, and lift the 
toes 20 times. Separate the toes 20 
times by use of the foot and toe mus- 
cles. Rest on the outer margins of 
the feet. Curl the toes inward and 
backward under the feet as far as 
possible 20 times, 

Sit in a chair and, with the feet free 
from the floor, describe circles with 
the toes, working from without in- 
ward, carefully toeing in. 

Stand and try to clutch the carpet 
with the toes by turning the toes 
under as far as possible. 

Stand with the feet a few inches 
apart and rise up and down on the 


balls of the feet 20 times. 
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
